From every quarter 
of the town cornea an appeal fo r some 
action toward cleaning away the d irt 
and straightening up the 
washouts 
caused by the recent flood. 
Tile board 
of public service means to act prom pt­ 
ly in that m atter, and as soon as the 
situation can be gone over thoroughly 
some relief w ill be forthcom ing. 
A large number of property owners 
were in attendance at the m eeting 
the board last night ami their appeals 
were listened to and relief promise 
without an exception. Col. Taylor, who 
is a member of th** board was unable 
owing to illness to accompany the 
other members o f the board on the 
tour of Inspection laid out for tills 
week. It is the intention of the board, 
however, to make a start on Monday. 
Th** damage wrought by the floods 
is incalculable at present, Hie Fust 
End and the W est End having been 
the greatest sufferers. 
No attem pt 
has Hills far been made to estimate 
the cost of placing the damaged tho r­ 
oughfares in good shape, but an idea 
can be had after the ground is kinked 
over by the rn em Im* rs o f tho isiard. 
The lack of data on the probable 
damage done in the city by til** high 
watt* r anti the inab ility to fix the re­ 
sponsibility for th** repairs among tin* 
several boards and departments bas 
caused Superintendent Morley, of th* 
water works, to make p suggestion 
which is thought to tie a good one 
Ii*' proposes that all rules adopted 
by boards and departments iii tin* mini 
lcipullty lie compiled and **mb«Mli*d in 
mu* volume in pamphlet form .
